For nearly three years the direct- 
ors Of Steveville Pete have been 
plannin gand negotiating for the 
drilling of a test well on_ their 
property. At last negotiations have 
been completed, the drilling ‘con- 
tract signed and actual work begun. 

Perhaps the spectacular perform- 
ance of Turner Valley wells during 
the past few years made it difficult 
to attract capital to an untried 
field. At any rate, after a long wait, 
the shareholders are now getting 
some action for the money they 
have invested, 

It’s good news to learn that drill- 
ing will start soon, and although no- 
body knows what to expect of a test 
well, development will be watched 
with keen interest. 

Geologists believe that somewhere 
in Alberta lies a huge body of crude 
oil-bearing rock. In Turner Valley 
a stratum bearing high test gasoline 
has been tapped. At other points 
small quantities of crude have been 
found, but nowhere in the province 
has a large flow of crude oil been 
discovered.

The editor of The Mail has just 
returned from a honeymoon trip to 
Jasper Park where he and his bride 
enjoyed the beautiful scenery” in 
this magnificent Rocky Mountain 
playground. 

We cannot imagine a more enjoy- 
able way of spending a vacation 
than rambling round mountain 
trails in the heart of the ‘Canadian 


Rockies. t this time of the year 
the vegetation is fresh and green, 
the weather is bright and warm 


without being oppressively hot, and 
the mountain scenery is at its best. 

The beauties of Alberta's moun- 
tain parks have been so often de- 
scribed that we cannot add anything 
to that which has already been said 
of their magnificence, their tower- 
ing grandeur, their enchanting 
charm. To appreciate the mount- 
ains one must journey thither, climb 
their craggy sides, view them at 
sunrise and at sunset, gaze on them 
in the bright sunshine, and watch 
the formation of storm-clouds 
around their, jagged snow-capped 


peaks. 
We have visited Banff. We have 
journeyed down the Windermere 


road, but we have yet to see any- 
thing that surpasses the mountain 
beauty of Jasper Park. 

The town of Jasper itself is a 
gem,, nestling in the green valley, 
with beautiful homes, green lawns, 
and stone-bordered boulevards. 

Jasper Lodge ig a rare beauty 
spot. The traveller reaches the 
lodge by way of a paved road some 
two or three miles long, crossing 
the Athabasca river and winding 
around the lake of  erystal-clear 
water, It’s cool and green at the 
lodge. The lawns are smooth and 
well watered, flowers grow in great 
profusion, and ‘paved walks lead 
from the main lodge building to 
the many cottages built in rows 
around the curved lakeshore. The 
architecture of all the buildings is 
of rustic design. They are built of 
logs hewn from the nearby forest. 
But though the architecture is rus- 
tic, the conyenlences are of the 
most moder ntype. The cottages 
are equipped with hot and cold 
water systems and electric lights, 
and the central lodge building has 
a motion picture hal! and beautiful 
ballroom. 

The traveller may ‘ourney up the 
valley of the Athabasca for a dist- 
ance of twenty or twenty-five miles 
to Whirlpool Bridge. This is the 
new Jasper-Lake Louise highway. 
The last few miles to’ Wkir!pool 
Bridge are under construction and 
the going is rough, but the scenery 
is grand. Farther on they tell us 
the road climbs to a higher eleva- 
tion and passes by the great ice 
fields where snow flurries are fre- 
quent every month in the year. 
When completed this road will 
pass through the most magnificent 
scenery in the mountains, 

With its Mount Edith Cavell, 
Maligne Lake, Maligne Canon, Atha- 
basca Valley, Jasper Lodge, its 
many other beauty spots and its 
splendid fishing waters, Jasper Park 
has much to offer the summer tour- 
ist, but until it becomes more ac- 
cessible the park will not be popular 
with prairie tourists and visitors 
buh the Bs sera: States.

Australian Wheat Acreage 
Considerably Increased 
Notwithstanding the low price of 

wheat it would appear that Austra- 
lian growers have materially  in- 
creased their seeded acreage which 
is estimated to be possibly 3 and a- 
half million acres greater than the 
area seeded a year ago which was 
14 and a-half million acres, This 
would indicate an acreage to be har 
vested next November and Decem- 
ber of 18,000,000 or about equal to 
the record acreage of 1930, 


Import Duties on Wheat 


Wheat importing countries — evi- 
dently have no intention of remov- 
ing import duties and in fact the 
idea seems to be spreading. Japan 
hag increased tariff against im- 
ported wheat from 17 cents to 45 
cents a bushel. It is also expect- 
ed that Belgium which annually im- 
ports from 40 to 45 million bushels 
is to put an import duty on wheat. 


What The Wheat Crop 
Means to Canada 


The Toronto Mail and Empire ex- 
plicitly outlines the importance of 
the western wheat crop to all . of 
Canada in the following paragraph:
